Two r«carch scientists have ex- 
prcMCd-hopeo for » iww-anU-tubcrr 
culails vneclne they developed. 

They announced yesterday that 
^ven years of tests with animals 
and humana Indicated the vaccine, 
Rl, Is Mite nnd reasonably effective. 

Dr. Stuart Willis, chief Investiga- 
tor In the project, said however that 
six more years of testing will be 
required to establish tho vacelnc- 
elfecUveness In humans. 

Willis' co-worker, Dr, H. Mao 
Vandlvlcre, said new methods of tu- 
berculosis treatment have drastically 
reduced tho death rate from the 
dlaeosc^lthouth the number of 
tuberculosis cast* has declined very 
UtUe. 

Both men are employed by the 
state sanltorlum srstcm, which cm- 
br^ices tho staU's tuberculosis hps- 
pltnls. 

Safely ot the vaccine hos been 
demonstrated through teeU with 
0,000 anlmaU, Willis said. "At the 
present Ume. l.OOO people have been 
i nc l u de d " In human studi e s .. fvo i u- 
atlng Rl. contlrmlng the findings 
In animals as to Its safety," 
added. 

"The true value of the vaccine 
will, of courae. not be luiov,-n until It 
has been irled-irith largo numbers 
ot people In a country such as Haiti 
where the death rate la almoat 60 
times BTcatCr than It Is hero and 
exposure to tuberculosis is certain," 
Vandlvlcre sold.
